workers from taking advantage of 
such schemes to earn more by greater 
production. 

This alteration in the minimum per- 
centages does not mean any increase 
at all in existing job times, unless it 
can be shown in relation to a particular 
job time that the average worker by 
appropriate effort cannot earn on that 
job at least 30 per cent or 20 per cent 
respectively more than the appropriate 
current minimum time rate. 

It is pointed out that this statement 
has been issued to give an over-all 
picture of the new agreement, but it 
has been deliberately framed in 
general terms as it is imperative that 
the actual text of the agreement should 
be carefully studied by all affected.

This week we report the signing 
of a new agreement with the 
unions which gives eligible opera- 
tives 2d. an hour more and a 
return to the normal 44-hour 
working week. 

It would have been the height 
of folly if the union membership 
had voted against negotiating on 
this basis; and although some 
manufacturers (and many retailers 
who are affected because they 
employ workroom staffs) are 
not, to say the least, enamoured 
of the new pay-and-conditions 
terms we believe that the Joint 
Industrial Council has done a 
first class job in composing the 
differences between both sides. 
*% In case there should be 
any misapprehension about the 
exact meaning of the additional 
2d. an hour, we would stress that 
this is added only to the minimum 
time rate. 

For instance, in London the 
minimum time rate at the moment 
is 2s. 11d. an hour. If a man 
is receiving that rate he receives 
the additional 2d. But if he is 
getting 3s. an hour he will receive 
only an extra Id. 


xx Another important point 
concerns overtime. In the calcu- 
lation of such overtime the addi- 
tional 2d. is not “plussed up.” 
That is to say, the 2d. is added 
only after the overtime rate and 
present cost of living allowance 
have been computed. And that 
makes a_ very considerable 
difference. 

*&x* Although, as we have 
reported, the bedding side of the 
industry did not originally pledge 
itself to agree to these revised 
labour conditions, we are in- 
formed that the bedding manu-

facturers will, in effect, shortly 
revise their own agreement on 
similar terms. That is probably 
all to the good. 

As far as the retailers are con- 
cerned, they will of course fall 
into line. But we do appreciate 
the difficulty, in their case, of 
giving a “rise” to one section 
of their organisations and not to 
the others. 


%¥&% One final point that is not 
fully appreciated. Our furniture 
trade labour agreement is a 
voluntary one—but it is strictly 
eniorceable under the Industrial 
Disputes Order.

Sir,—We desire to draw your 
attention to the use, which is being 
made in advertisements and other 
commercial communications, of the 
words “deep pile” or “pile” in 
describing needleloom carpeting 

In the textile industry, and par 
ticularly in the carpet industry, a pile 
can be produced only by a special 
method of manufacture which results 
in the presence of loops, either cut or 
uncut This has been 
advised by Counsel that the use of the 
description “deep pile” or “ pile” 
applied to needleloom carpeting con 
stitutes a false trade description 
within the meaning of the Met 
chandise Marks Acts, 1887-1953 

The Retail Trading-Standards Asso 
ciation (Incorporated) therefore gives 
notice that summonses will be issued 
against manufacturers or traders who, 
after the end of this month, advertise 
needleloom carpeting to the public as 
possessing a “ pile.”

The Study of Colour 


To gain a thorough understand 
ing of the subject of colour requires 
a close study, but to get a good 
working knowledge need not take 
the average salesman a long time 
Once he has accepted the principle 
of the importance of colour in 
equipping a home, he can start by 
making a study of two important 
factors: colour proportion and 
textural values. 


the “Three Arts 
Exhibition” held by Sandersons 
earlier this year will have noticed 
many interesting treatments using 
the right proportions of colour. In 
one alcove setting, for instance, a

Germans Show New Glueing 


and Drying 


[\ the first part of our report of the 
1954 Hanover Fair, published last 
week, we dealt with general wood- 
working machinery, with particular 
reference to the many improvements 
in detail presented by the German 
designers. 

This week we turn our attention to 
drying and gluing machines and 
equipment. On this side there was 
much that was new, and many techni 
cal developments were shown 

Extensive use of synthetic glues has 
called for a new technique in their 
application. With these needs in view, 
Adolf Friz, of Stuttgart have re 
designed their spreaders to ensure 
that a thin and even film is spread 
over the entire surface. 

Veneers of widely varying quality, 
both flat and buckled, may have to be 
handled, yet the spread must be even 
To ensure this condition the new 
doctor roller glue spreader makes use 
of larger diameter rollers fitted with 
a thick synthetic rubber sleeve having 
special spiral serations which compen 
sate for any irregularities in the 
veneer. 

Instead of the conventional scraper 
bars or lipped troughs this new 
machine incorporates doctor rollers 
which ensure that the amount of glue 
on the rollers is kept uniform and can 
be accurately controlled. Furthermore, 
the possibility of damage to the rubber

The short drying 
times obtained through high air velo- 
city have enabled the manufacturers 
to keep the length of the drier on the 
small side, and the plant can therefore 
truly be called a high capacity drier 
It is claimed that the good results 
obtained in the Hildebrand humid air 
super heat driers are due partly to the 
correct air conditioning adapted to 
different species of timber, but chiefly 
to’ a strong circulation of -the air

It has been found by experience 
that even hardwoods such as oak and 
beech, of a high moisture content and 
thick dimensions, can be dried better 
and faster in kilns with high speed 
transverse air circulation than in 
those in Which the air is circulated at 
a low speed 


Additional Kiln 


Special consideration has been given 
to this type of air circulation in the 
new Hildebrand transverse circulation 
kiln HD 76, which has been developed 
in co-operation with Herr Hermann 
Geul and in which a favourable circu- 
lation is effected throughout the stack 
by large propeller fans This model 
kiln is an addition to the firm’s capa- 
city for the supply of drying kilns to 
those factories where working con 
ditions have not previously permitted 
the super heat driers in metal con- 
struction or built into brick wall 
compartments. 

The kilns follow the latest aero- 
dynamic principles, and one or more 
large propeller fans can be built in as 
the kiln capacity requires, to ensure 
uniformity in drying. As the com- 
ponent parts of the kiln can be easily 
assembled and the fans work at high 
efficiency, only small motors § are 
required and the kiln can be installed 
at low cost. 

Works with a small consumption of 
timber could even undertake drying in 
kilns without heating, and thus dry 
their timber down to air seasoned con- 
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ditions within a few days—a process 
normally taking several weeks. 


For smaller furniture factories 
where the capacity of the larger kilns 
could not be fully used, Hildebrand 
have developed the “ Liliput” HD 74, 
a small, economical and low priced 
equipment. This kiln can be supplied 
ready for connecting to electricity 
and steam, or hot water. The chamber 
is made by the user, of tongued and 
grooved hardwood boards, chipboard, 
resin-bonded plywood or hardboards. 
It takes about 190 sq. ft. of material 
for the construction of the chamber, 
which is built very simply without 
double walls, the entire job taking 
about 30 hours if the manufacturer’s 
instructions are followed. 


Complete Equipment 


The complete drying equipment 
supplied by Hildebrand consists of 
the heating system, fresh air inlet, air 
exit, electric motor with fan and 
motor protection switch and a ther- 
mometer. By using the full length, 
height and width of the chamber the 
capacity of the drier is about 35 cubic 
feet of 1 in boards. 


Where timber in lengths of up to 
16 ft. 6 in. is to be dried, two kilns 
are built together in a line, the drying 
results being the same as those of one 
kiln of 7 ft. 24in. length. 


An indication of the efficiency of 
these kilns is that 1 in. spruce with an 
initial moisture content of 22 per 
cent without heating has been dried 
down to 14 per cent in the summer 
in three days, with a kiln temperature 
of 25 degrees Centigrade. In winter 
with heating and a kiln temperature 
of 40 degrees C. the same material 
has been dried down to 10 per cent 
in one day from the same _ initial 
content, 


Success of this kiln has led the 
manufacturers to produce a _ special 
sawdust or chip burning stove which 
together with the “Liliput” drier 
represents a complete unit. It is 
shaped to fit a recess in the kiln and 
the burning time has been regulated 
so that one filling is sufficient for four 
to six hours. 


Almost Portable 


A special kiln requiring minimum 
space, which can be installed as 
received from the manufacturers in 
either factory or yard with only a 
light roof as protection, was intro- 
duced by Machinenfabrik Gg. Kiefer 
of Feuerbach-Stuttgart. 


Unlike masonry kilns, the Kiefer 
has, it is claimed, all the advantages 
of a moveable piece of equipment. 
This feature is particularly valuable 
to the purchaser who is not perman- 
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ently established or who foresees 
possible changes in plant layout. 

All the kilns shown were fitted 
with two doors, enabling them to be 
loaded and unloaded from either end, 
and several units can be coupled 
together to obtain the length required. 
All models are fitted with an auto- 
matic solenoid to open the fresh air 
valve at the exact moment heating is 
stopped. Regulation of heating and 
humidity is also automatic. 


Time Cut By Four-Fifths 


Advantages of drying at tempera- 
tures over 212 degrees I. are stressed 
by the manufacturers, who point out 
that the time factor is shortened by 
70 to 80 per cent. As an example it 
is stated that used on a 24-hour 
schedule, with three loadings daily 
it is possible to dry softwood 1 in 
thick from approximately 28 per 
cent down to 8 per cent moisture 
content, when using temperatures 
above 212 deg. F. 

A special machine designed to 
spread a film of varnish, paint or 
other liquid finish of a similar nature 
on flat wood surfaces was introduced 
by Robert Burkle & Co., of Freuden- 
stadt, Wurttemberg. 

It is claimed that the spreading of 
these finishes by roller machinery 
represents an improvement over the 
normal spraying methods. Raw 
material is saved, since there is, of 
course, no loss from spray mist 
Furthermore it is contended that the 
mechanical spreading of varnish is 
more uniform, for an even coating in 
sprayed work depends largely on the 
experience of the operator. 

The time factor is also given as a 
reason why the mechanical method is 
superior. As the varnish container is 
covered there is little evaporation 
thus eliminating the need for special 
breathing masks for operators.

There can also be fixed laterally to 
the machine pedestal a supplementary 
container for an additional supply of 
material. From this tank, varnish is 
fed according to requirements to the 
actual spreader. 

The rollers are driven by a chain 
from a geared motor. Guard plates 
in front of them prevent the operator 
from catching his hands between the 
rollers when working the machine. In 
case of danger the motor and rollers 
can be stopped immediately by means 
of a switch-off rail. 

By means of a micrometer screw 
the quantity of varnish desired to be 
spread can be accurately regulated 

A universal press for glueing furni 
ture components, edges and profiles 
was featured by Fritz Homburg K.K 
of Porta Westfalia. The press has 
universal adaptability and is equipped 
with all the necessary arrangements 
for manifold use. 


Multi-purpose 


It can be used for clamping right 
angled furniture parts, for glueing 
and sizing edges, cabinet and cup 
board parts, bedheads, etc., and also 
as a veneer press, with additionai 
heating, for pressing profile strips and 
veneers. Adjustment can be obtained 
up to the maximum capacity of the 
press without the need for space fill 
ing devices,

T was learned last week that the 
whole of the National stock of 
plywood has now been sold, with the 
exception of certain dollar plywoods 
held for shipbuilding purposes. The 
fact that this stock has now been 
sold does not necessarily mean, of 
course, that it has passed into con 
sumption: it is now in the hands of 
importers or users. The clearing of 
this vast quantity of material reflects 
credit on all concerned, and the news 
that it has finally been liquidated will 
be greeted with relief, particularly by 
consumers (notably the furniture 
industry) who for a long period had 
to take specifications and grades from 
the national stock which were unsuit 
able for their requirements 
. . . 

The hardwood National stock 
has been almost completely liquidated 
At the time of writing it wa 
estimated that there was probably not 
more than 60,000 cube remaining, of 
which some 50,000 cube was logs. It 
was expected that this balance would 
be disposed of within ten days or a 
fortnight
